C. C. Randall Dies. C. C. Randall, who has had a very important part in the 
Migratory and interstate aspects of the farm labor program, died at Little Rock, 
Arkansas, on January 2. lr. Randall in his work as South Central area Director 
since August 3, 1943, has assisted the several states in that area with the 
development and conduct of their programs. 


Born on a farm’in Mississippi December 12, 1688, Mr. Randall devoted his career 
to agriculture. He graduated from Mississippi State College in 19]l¢, was a 
teacher in agricultural high schools in Mississippi and Arkansas before joining 
the Arkansas Extension Service as a county agent on January 1, 1916. He was 
promoted to District Agent on February 1, 1926, to Acting Assistant Director on 
July 1, 1955 and to’ Assistant Director on January 1, 1957. He continued as the 
administrative leader of the Arkansas Iixtension Service until July 1,:1959, when 
he joined the Regional staff of the Farm Security Administration. 


ir. Randall was one of the pioneers who had grown with the Extension Service and 
had contributed to the success of the organization from its infancy. His 
experience and philosophy have becn very valuable in the successful conduct of the 
Farm Labor Program. ‘ 


He became seriously ill at College Station, Texas, on December 8, immediately 
following his participation in the farm labor meetings at St. Louis on the 
interstate transported worker program and at College Station on the program 
regarding Latin-American migration from Texas to sugar beet and related areas 
in the Plains and Central States. oer 


"C. C." was loyal to his large circle of friends, enthusiastic regarding Extension 
as) a profession, and an effecpive co-worker in the Farm Labor Program. He is 
survived by Mrs. Randall, a son who is in the Army of Occupation in Germany, a 
married daughter and a grandson.

"411 labor supply centers, labor homes, labor camps, and facilities formerly under 
the supervision or administration of the Farm Security Administration and 
originally transferred or made available to the War Food Aduinistrator for use in 
the farm labor supply program pursuant to Fublic Law 40, Seventy-eighth Congress, 
approved April 29, 1943 (57 Stat. 70), and all similar labor centers, homes, 
camps, and facriretes constructed or acquired by the War Food Administrator or 
the Department of Agriculture pursuant to subsequent similar laws or otherwise, 
as be liquidated as provided in this &ct and the proceeds paid to the Treasurer 
fF the United States as each such center, home, camp, or facility is no longer 
Siete, in the farm labor supply program originally initiated pursuant to Public 
Law 45, or until six months after the termination of the present hostilities as 
determined by concurrent resolution of the Congress, or by the President, which- 
ever is the earlier." 


State farm labor supervisors who attended the St. Louis meeting on interstate 
transported comestic workers requested this office to compile and send to each 
state a copy of the varidus plans of housing for farm workers that have veen 
prepared in the states. ie have checked the plans in our files and have sent 
letters to the respective state supervisors asking for 70 copies of each plan. 
If you have farm worker housing plans and have not received a letter requesting 
copies it is because our attention has not been called to your pians. If you 
have issued such plans please send us sufficient copies to include them in this 
collection. We have been asxed to comsile these plans as répidly as possible so 


they will be availoble’for use in mectings this winter.
